"The irritation to these 
upper spinal nerves can 


be caused by a fall or jolt 
to the head, neck or back 
(and commonly caused in 
auto accidents); through 
hereditary spinal defects; 
or from constant muscu¬ 
lar tension due to stress 
brought on by the fast pace 
of modern day living. 

"By the very nature of 
the conditions that cause 
cervical headaches, they 
virtually always become 
chronic problems if left 
untreated. 

Dr. Donald Brinkley is 
conducting weekly health 
lectures at his office at 
626 E. Commonwealth, 
Fullerton, each Wednesday 
evening at 7:30 p.m. There 
is no admission charge and 
the public is welcome. 

"And the difficulties 
generally do not stop with 
a daily headache either, ” 
says Dr. Brinkley. "Recur¬ 
ring headaches cause ner¬ 
vous tension that in turn 
can develop into chronic 
nervousness, digestive prob¬ 
lems and irregularity or 
insomnia." he notes.' 

Dr. Brinkley urges indi¬ 
viduals with headaches 
and tender "spots” in the 
scalp and neck to seek im¬ 
mediate treatment and 
care. "And headache pills 
and drugs are not the an¬ 
swer.” he says. 

"You must remember,” 
Dr. Brinkley notes, "that 
pain pills sold across the 
counter offer, at best, 
‘temporary relief’, if any 
at all, and frequently upset 
the stomach and bring on 
nervousness. And, over a 
long haul, they can cost 
literally a fortune.” 

"Quite honestly,” says 
Dr. Brinkley, "mv goal is 
the permanent correction 
of a headache problem. It's 
a joyous day for both doctor 
and the patient who no 
longer has a headache he 
can put his finger on. ”

PUSD To Notify 45 
Teachers On Job Cuts 


With hopes of trimming 
$1,908,500 from its 
preliminary budget to bring 
it into balance, the 
Placentia Unified School 
District Board of Education 
at a special meeting 
Wednesday night ordered 
that letters be sent to 45 
teachers and supervisory 
personnel informing them 
their jobs may be 
eliminated. 

The board will receive the 
first real peek at the budget 
March 22. The bare bones 
cuts recommended Wednes¬ 
day night called for 
reductions in most every 
area of education, but 
Superintendent Murrell M. 
Miller said only frills were 
being slashed, not the 
quality of education. 

Miller said the district 
patrons were going to have 
to finance 65 per cent of the 
budget burden under state 
cuts which put the state’s 
share at 35 per cent. Last 
year it was a 50-50 split. 
Estimates are that the 
district’s total revenue 
source will be $9.7 million.

It was emphasized that 
the teachers and other 
personnel involved in the 
proposed cuts would not 
necessarily be dismissed. 
“We have three options,"

Business Tax Deductions Explained 


Janet Zielinski To Speak 
In State Speech Contest 


This is the sixth in a series 
on ways you can save on 
your Federal income tax 
returns this year. The 
articles are written by 
Henry Block, president of H 
& R Block, Inc. 

Many small businessmen, 
salesmen and other 
taxpayers are tossing away 
a portion of their yearly 
income because they are 
unaware of the tax laws 
regarding special de¬ 
ductions available to them. 

An outside salesman (who 
does the bulk of his selling 
away from his employer’s 
principal place of business) 
is allowed to take his travel, 
entertainment and sales 
expenses as an adjustment 
to gross income. 

The self-employed person 
is in a similar position 
because he (small 
businessman, doctor, law¬ 
yer, etc.) also deducts 
the costs of earning his 
living on Schedule C 
before arriving at adjusted 
gross income. 


OFFICE IN YOUR HOME 
If you maintain an office 
in your home (for example a 
doctor’s office or sales¬ 
man’s office, when his 
employer does not provide 
him with office space) you 
may be able to deduct that 
portion of your home 

expenses attributable to 
your office space. 

TRAVEL EXPENSES 
Many people who travel 
on their jobs have few out-of- 
pocket expenses, being 

reimbursed for transpor¬ 
tation, meals, lodging, 

entertainment, etc., by 
their employers. However, 
any traveling expenses 
for which they are not 
reimbursed can be claimed 
as an income tax deduction 
providing such expenses 
are ordinary and necessary 
to their business. In any 

case, careful records of 
such travel expenses must 
be maintained in order 
to establish their validity 
in the face of an inquiry 


by the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

BUSINESS DRIVING 

If you rent a car for 
business use, the business 
portion of your car rental 
expenses are deductible. If 
you use your own car. 
certain gound rules must 
also be followed. You must 
allocate the amount of miles 
driven on business and 
separate the business miles 
from those which represent 
personal use of your 
automobile. Some allowable 
auto expenses are gas, oil, 
insurance, licenses, repairs, 
tires, batteries, garage rent, 
washing, finance charges, 
etc. In addition you are 
allowed to deduct 

depreciation. 

Many people have neither 
the ambition nor the energy 
to save all of the receipts for 
gas, oil and other expenses 
pertaining to their car. For 
them there is some hope. 
The government allows an 
optional method of 


deducting mileage — 12c per 
mile for the first 15,000 
miles and 9c per mile 
thereafter. If you use this 
method, you are not allowed 
any deductions for 
depreciation, repairs, etc. 
— the 12c per mile covers 
all of the expenses.
